Jars armed; and 4 d. for as many unarmed. In 1262, he 


| flew 600 of Mac Murrough's followers at Teigſtaffen in the 


county of Kilkenny ; and 22 April 1:64, was appointed 
L. D. to the ſaid Duke of Clarence; as he was L. J. 24 July 
1375, with the uſual ſalary of 5ool. a year, in which office 
he was continued by K. Richard II. On 2 April 1372, he 
was made conſtable of the Caſtle of Dublin, with the fee of 
181. 58. a year; was ſummoned to the Parliaments held by K. 
Richard It; and 16 January 1381, had a commiſſion dated 
at Cork, during pleaſure, to treat with all rebels, Engliſh 
and Iriſh, though indicted and outlawed, and to grant them 
ſafe conduQts, in o der to reform them to peace, and pre- 
ſerve the tranquillity of the country; fo as ſuch treati 

ſhould not tend to the prejudice of the King's faithful ſub- 
jects. He died 18 October 1 82 (or 1383) in his caſtle of 
Knocktopher (near which he had, in 356, founded a Fria- 


ry for Carmelite friars) and was buried in the Cathedral of 


St, Canice in Kilkenny. 

By his ſaid wife, (who te. married with Sir Robert Her- 
ford, and by her deed, 5 Rich. Il, ſurrendered to her ſon all 
her dower in Ireland, except that of the prize wines} 


he had two ſons, James, his heir, then under age; Thomas 
who by commiſſion, dated at Kilkenny 25 May 1380, was 


conſtituted, with Nicholas White of Clonmell, the King's 
Juſtices in the county of Cork, during pleaſure, to inquire 


upon oath, of all ſeditions, tranſgreſſions, felonies, oppref- - 


ſions, conſpiracies, confederacies, and other crimes whatſo- 
ever, committed againſt tKe K. or his liege people, and to 
adminiſter | juſtice throughout that county, &c. and two 
daughters, Ellen married to Gerald, Earl of Deſmond, and 
died in 1404; and Joan to Teige O Carrol], Prince of Elye, 
and died of. the plague in 1283. 

James, the third Earl of „ by building and ma- 
king the caſtle of Gowran his uſual reſidence, was com- 
monly called Earl of Gowran; but, 12 September 1391, he 
concluded the purchaſe of the caſtle of Kilkenny + which 

became 


+ This caftle was built by William, Earl Marſhal, the elder, who came - 


into Ireland in 1207; and alſo founded the Houſe of the Black Friars there; 
and his ſon William ſucceeding him in 1220, granted a charter to the town 
6 April 1223, with privileges, which they enjoy to this day, The Earl of 

___ Ormond 
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became the chief ſeat of the family. He alſo built the 
caſtle of Dunfert, (commonly called Danes-Fort) and in 
136 founded a Friary of minorites at Aileſbury in Bucks. 
In 1384 he was deputy of the kingdom to Philip de Courte- 
nay, the King's couſin; and, 25 July 1392, again made 
L. J. as he was in 1401; and 26 October 1404, on the 
departure of Sir Stephen Scrope to England. By commiſ- 
ſion, dated at Carlow, 12 February 1388-9, he was appoint- 
ed {by reaſon of the exceſſive loſſes and damages, ſuſtained 
by the King's liege ſubjects in the counties of Kilkenny and 
Tipperary, by the Iriſh and Engliſh rebels) keeper of the 
eace and governor of thoſe counties and the people thereof, 
as well within liberties as without, with full power to treat 
with, to execute, to protect, and to give ſafe conduct to 
any rebels, &c. In 1397 he aſſiſted Edmond Earl of March, 
L. L. againſt O Brien, and in 1390 took priſoner Teige 
O Carrol, Prince of Elye, who eſcaping the year after from 
Gowran, was ſlain in 1407 by the L. D. Scrope. By com- 
miſſion dated at Kilkenny 9g May 1400, he, Sir Edwards 
Perers, and others, were appointed Commiſſioners of Oyer 
and Terminer in the counties of Kilkenny, Wexford, Wa- 
terford, Tipperary, Cork, and Limerick; and, 30 May 
1404, 2 writ, dated at Trim, by Thomas, Earl of Lan- 
caſter, L. L. was directed to him and John Lumbard, ap- 
pointing them juſtices or commiſſioners of Oyer and Ter- 
miner in the county of Kilkenny, to adjourn, the Parlia- 
ment ſummoned to meet at Kilkenny; and off the anni- 
verſary of St Vitalis the martyr in 1404 * he held a Par- 
liament in Dublin, which confirmed the ſtatutes of Dub- 
tin and Kilkenny, and the charter of Ireland. Being a 
mighty ſtrong man, he is ſtiled in ſome annals, the head of 
the chivalry of Ircland, which kingdom he governed to the 
content of the King and his good ſubjects 2. He mar- 
ried Anne, daughter of John Lord Welles, and dying 7 
September on the vigil of the Bleſſed Virgin 3 1405 at 
Gowran, greatly regretted, after his return from invading 
O Connor's country, was there buried, leaving two ſons, 
James his heir ; and Sir Richard Butler, whoſe god-father 
was K. Richard II, of whom mention will be made here- 
after. |

Ormond purchaſed the caſtle, with divers manors and 7 from the 
heirs of Sir Hugh le Deſpenſer, Earl of Glouceſter and Iſabel his wile, 
daughter and coheir to Gilbert de Clare, Earl of Glouceſter. ; 
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James, the fourth Earl of Ormond, commonly called the m_y 
Earl. 


White Earl, was a man of goed parts, and maſter of a great 
ſhare of learning, (which at that time was very rare in no- 
blemen) and betore he attained his full age, was, on Whit- 
ſunday, 4 Henry VI, together with the King, knighted by 
John, Duke of Bedford, the King's uncle and regent z af- 
ter which, returning into Ireland, he accompanied the de- 
puty Scrope in his invaſion of Mac-Murrough's territory, 
when that ſept was routed, and O Nolan, with his fon and 
many others, made priſoners and being informed that 
Walter de Burgo and O Carrol had ravaged the county of 
Kilkenny, they marched to Callan with ſuch expedition, 
that they ſurprized and defeated the rebels with the ſlaughter 
of at leaſt $90. On his return to Dublin, not yet being 
of age (for that year his wardſhip was granted to Thomas, 
Duke of Lancaſter, ſon of K. Henry IV) he was left L. D. 
of the kingdom, his commiſſion hearing date 18 December 


14973 9 Henry IV. and held a Parlament there, which 


again confirmed the ſtatutes of Dublin and Kilkenny, and 
the charter granted under the Great Seal of England 3. 
Richard Plantagenet, Duke of York, having a ſon born in 
Dublin, well known afterwards by the name of George 
Duke of Clarence, his Lordſhip and the Earl of Deſmond, 
were god-fathers. In harveſt, 1412, he accompanied Tho- 
mas of Lancaſter, Duke ot Clarence, into France, in 


which year Henry V. mounting the Throne, he was in great 


favour with that victorious Monarch +; by whom he 
was appointed L. L. by a very large commiſſion, bearing 


date 10, February 1419, and landing at Waterford 10 


April, held a Parliament 7 June on St. Laurences day 
3 which granted the King two ſubſidies, and to him- 
ſelf 70 marcs; after which he made great preys upon 
O Reily, 4 Mac-Murrough, (who at that time made all 
Leinſter tremhle) Mac-Mahon, and others; for his ſervices 
againſt whom the Parliament granted him a further ſum of 


of 


+ At his motion his Majeſty firſt created a King of arms in Ireland, ap- 
pointing John Kiteley, hera!d in England, to that office, by the title of Ire- 
land King of Arms; which continued as long as the Kings of England were 
fliled Lords of Ireland, when it was altered by Henry VIII. to that of Ulſter 
King of Arms, Bartholomew Butler, York Herald, being the firſt ſo ap- 


pointed: And his ſon Philip Butler was the firlt purſuivant-at arms in Irc- * 


land, being ſo created 16 June 1552, by the title of Athlone purſuivant, by 
John, Duke of Northumberland, Earl Marſhal of England, 
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of May 1421, a ſlaughter was committed on the family of 
the Earl, whilſt L. L. near the monaſtery of Leys, where 
27 Engliſh were ſlain, the chief of whom were Purcel and 
Grant, noblemen, ten were taken priſoners and 200 ſaved 
themſelves by flight, in the caſtle; and 7 June the Earl in- 
vaded Leys, and ob:iged the [riſh to ſue for peace . 

K. Henry V deceaſing 31 Auguſt 1422, his Lordſhip 
was continued in the government until the arrival of Edmond 
Mortimer, Earl of March, to whom, ꝙ May 1424, he was 
made deputy, as he was the next year to John, Lord Fur- 
nival, and again 15 April 1425; and 13 September follow- 
ing, he ſent James Cornwalth, chief baron of the Exche- 
quer, to lay before the King and council the ſtate of affairs, 
and to proſecute ſevera! matters relating to the benefit and 
preſervation of the kingdom, for which he was allowed 68. 
8 d. a day. Alſo, 28 Auguſt 1427, he declared to the coun- 
cil, that he had expended 40 marcs in reſiſting Gerald O Ca- 
venagh, an Iriſh enemy, who had lately aſſembled a mul- 
titude of Kerns, to deſtroy the king's ſubjects; for which 
ſum he had a liberate 11 October following; and the day 

after, another for 50 marcs, for maintaining and keeping in 
ſafe cuſtody, divers Iriſh hoſtages, for the good conduct of 
Bernard Mac-Mahon and Neylan O Donnel, captains of 
their nations, Owen O Neile and Meiler Birmingham. 

In 1440 he was twice again made chief governor, firſt 
as L. L. and after as L. D. and that year had the temporal- 
ties of the ſee of Caſhel granted to him for ten years, after 
the death of the Archbiſhop, Richard O Hedian,—In 
1443 he was again made L. L. and 24 June 1444, he aſſem- 


bled at Drogheda many of the privy council, nobility, and 


gentry of the Engliſh Pale, and declared, that he had now 
held the place of chief governor of the kingdom for the 
ſpace of three years and more, and that it had pleaſed the 
King by his letter and writ under the privy ſeal, ſent by 
Robert Mansfield, Eſq; groom of his bedchamber, to com- 
mand him over to his preſence, without delay or excuſe, 
notwithſtanding the commotions then ſubſiſting in Ireland ; 
wherefore he required of them, that they would declare be- 
fore the ſaid meſſenger, if he had committed, during his 
government, any extortion contrary to the laws, or had been 
remiſs in executing the laws. Whereupon, after ſome time 
ſpent in conſideration of his conduct, Sir James Allen de- 
elared, that there was not one there that could in any mat- 

ter 
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ter complain of him, but were all fully thankful to him for 
his good and gracious government; for the pains he had 
taken in defence of the land, having undergone great and 
continual lahours; and had alſo, beſides the allowance of 
the government, been at great expence for the honour of 
the King and defence of the kingdom; and added, that if 
at that time he ſhould leave the kingdom, it would be ex- 
poſed to great danger; and defired that Richard Wogan 
Chancellor, father Hugh Mideleton, or Robert Mansfield, 


would repair to the King, and procure a ſafe paſſage for 


him ; and declare, that there was then great confederacy to 
deſtroy his liege ſubjects, and * if it pleaſed his highneſs 
to give the L. L. leave to ſtay till;Michaelmas, ſo that his 
ſubjects might gather in their harveſt, it would be a great 
comfort to them, and confuſion to their enemies. Upon 
this repreſentation, the King diſpenſed with his attendance in 
England: But two years after (1446) ſome of the Lords 
— Commons petitioned his Majeſty for his removal, ſet- 
ting forth,“ That he was old and feeble, and had loft 
«© many of his old caftles for want of defence, and theres 
« fore was not likely to maintain, much leſs enlarge, the 
« King's poſſeſſions in Ireland.” Upon this he was dif- 
miſſed, though the biſhop and chapter of Cork, the cor- 
porations of Cork and Y oughall, the Lords Barry, Roche, 
and others, gave a full teſtimonial of his great ſervices ; 
which however had this good effect, that the next year, 
when the Earl of Shrewſbury L. L. accuſed him of high 
treaſon before the Duke of Bedford, Conſtable of England, 
in the Marſhal's court, the King quaſhed the accuſation ; 
and examining the cauſe himſelf, was ſo fully convinced of 
its being founded in malice, that he ordered all the pro- 
ceedings to be cancelled, and declared by patent, 20 Sep- 
tember 1443, © 'That the Earl of Ormond was faithful in 
& his allegiance, meritorious in his ſervices, and untainted 
« in his . that no one ſhould dare, on pain of his in- 
te dignation, to revive the accuſation, or reproach his con- 
% duct; and that his accuſers were men of no credit, nor 
© ſhould their teſtimony be admitted in any'caſe.” And a 
writ reciting all this, dated 21 November, atteſted by his 
mortal enemy, Richard, Archbiſhop of Dublin, deputy to 
his brother Shrewſbury, was ſent to the Magiſtrates of Li- 
merick and other towns, to cauſe proclamation thereof to 

be made throughout the kingdom. 
His Lordſhip was a great lover of hiſtory and antiquities, 
and gave lands for ever to the Cojlege of Heralds, for which, 
| until 
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until the reformation of religion, he was prayed for in all 
their public meetings, and conſtantly after remembered as a 
ſpecial bene factor. He built the caſtles of Tuleophelim, 
Nenagh, Roſcrea, and Templemore; and gave the manor 
and advowſon of Huckcote in Bucks to the Hoſpital of St. 
Thomas D' Acres in London, which was confirmed by Par- 
lament 31 Hen. VI. at theſuit of his fon. He marricd firſt 
Johan, 3 of Gerald, the fifth Earl of Kildare, who 
dying 3 Auguſt 1430, was buried in the ſaid hoſpital ; and ſe- 


condly in 14.32, Elizabeth, daughter of William Beanchamp, - 


Lord Bergavenny, and widow of John, Lord Grey of Wil- 
ton; but by her, who died 6 Auguſt 1452, a few days be- 
fore him, he had no iſſue; having by the firſt three ſons, 
James, John, and Thomas, ſucceſſive Earls of Ormond; 
and two daughters, Elizabeth, the ſecond wife of John, the 
ſecond Earl of Shrewſbury, and died on the Saturday after 
the nativity of the Virgin Mary“ in 1473; and Anne, 
who died unmarried, and lies buried in the church of Shene 
in Surrey, under a marble graveſtone, on the north fide of 
the High Altar, with this memorial; |

He died at Ardee 23 Auguſt 1452, on his return from an 
expedition againſt Connor O Mulrian, and was buried in St, 
Mary's Abbey near Dublin; being ſucceeded by his eldeſt 
ſon 


James, the fifth Earl of Ormond, who was born 24 No- 


vember 1420, and knighted when very young by K. Henry 
VI. with whom he was in great eſteem. He attended 
Richard, Duke of York, Regent of France into that king- 
dom; and, in conſideration of his adherence and fidelity to 
the Lancaſtrian intereſt againſt the Houſe of York, was 
created a Peer of England 8 July 1449, by the title of Earl 
of Wilſhire, to him and the heirs male of his body; and 
in 1450 conſtituted one of the commiſſioners, to whom the 


_ cuſtody of Calais, the tower of Riſebank and Marches of 


Vicardy were committed for the term of five years,—ln 


1451 he was made L. D. of Ireland, the next year ſuc- 


ceeding his father in the title of Ormond, yas appointed 


L. L. 12 May 1453 for teqyears ; and that year going to 


England, he undertook, with the Earl of Saliſbury, and other 
. Lords, 
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Lords, the guarding of the ſeas for three years, receiving 


the tonage and poundage to ſupport the charge thereof alſo. 


15 March 1455, was appointed Lord High Treaſurer of Eng- 
land; and ſhortly after attended the King at the battle of St. Al- 


bans, where the Yorkiſts prevalling, he fled, caſting his ar- 


mour into a ditch; yet, on a turn of affairs, was reſtored to 
his poſt of Treaſurer 37 Henry VI. and the next year created 
a Knight of the Garter, and made keeper of the foreſt or 
park of Pederton in Somerſetſhire, and of Cranbourn Chace 
in the counties of Wilts and Dorſet. —He ſoon after fitted 
out five great ſhips of Genoa, to fight the Earl of War- 
wick's fleet, with which he ſailed to the Netherlands ; but 
returning before the battle of Wakefield, fought 31 Decem- 
ber 1460, he commanded one wing of the army, which 
incloſed and ſlew the Duke of Y ork, father of K. Edward, 
IV ; but 29 March 1461, being at the bloody battle of 
Towton-Field, he was taken priſoner by Richard Salkeld ; 
beheaded at Newcaſtle 1 May, and in the enſuing Parlia- 
ment, which met 4 November, attainted, 
He married three wives ; firſt Avicia, only daughter of 
= Fitz-Alan, Earl of Arundel, Duke of Touraine in 
rance, and heir to her brother Humphry, who died 16 
Henry VI; to his ſecond, Avicia, daughter of Sir Richard 
Stafford, a great heireſs ; and to his third, Elenor, eldeſt 
daughter of Edmond Beaufort, Duke of Somerſet, and Earl 
of Mortaigne in Normandy, and coheir to her brother, 
Edmond Duke of Somerſet, beheaded 5 May 1471, two 
days after the battle of Tewkſbury for his adherence to the 
Lancaſtrian line; * but having no iſſue, was ſucceeded by 
his brother 
John, the ſixth Earl of Ormond, who was knighted at 
Leiceſter by the Duke of Bedford, 'the King's uncle, 3 
for his faithful adherence to K. Henry VI. for which he 
was alſo attainted ; yet by K. Edward IV. was reſtored in 
blood, and to all his eſtates, except the manor and hundred 
of Rochford, and other lands in Eſſex.— That King was 
uſed to ſay of him, That he was the goodlieſt Knight he 
© ever beheld, and the fineſt gentleman in Chriſtendom ; 
„e and that if good breeding, nurture, and liberal qualities 
* were loſt in the world, they might all be found in John, 
% Earl of Ormond.” He was a perfect maſter of all the 
languages of Europe; and there was ſcarce a Court in it,

Sir Richard of Pooleſtown died 20 Auguſt t619, 
leaving Edmond, Richard, Peter, and Walter. Edmond 
was then 24 years age, and 20 November 1628, had a 
ſpecial hvery of his eſtate. He married Ellice, daugh- 
ter of Nicholas Shortall of Claragh in the county of 
Kilkenny, and dying 21 April 1636, was buried in Kilken- 
ny, according to directions in his will, bearing date the 
13th, becauſe his anceſtors were uſed to be buried there;

tion ; it ſofired thedeputy, who was not accuſtomed to have his or- 
ders diſobeyed that his Lordſhip was called upon in the evening 
to anſwer it; who thereupon produced his Majeſty's writ, calling 
him to Parliament, Cinchum cum Gladio, or Per Cindturam Gladii. 
Which anſwer being unexpected, and finding him likely to prove 
an untractable companion, it was in deliberation that night be- 
tween the L. D. and his two friends, Sir George Ratcliffe and 
Mr. Wandesford, whether to trample under foot, or to oblige fo 
daring a young man, who was now alſo our ſo very popular; 
when the more benign extreme being reſolved on, he was taken 
into favour r, and by the deputy, in his letter of 16 Decem- 
ber, recommended to the King to call him into his Privy Council, 
as a perſon of ſolid judgment, grave and ſober carriage, and 
good affeQion to his Majeſty's ſervice; who, (added to that teſ- 
timony) confidering both his nobility and worth, thought fit to 
encourage and enable him for his ſervice ; and therefore by 
his letter from Weſtminſter, 20 January 1634, ordered the De- 
puty to call him into the Privy Councils.

On 23 ORQober that year, the rebellion broke out, and his 
Lordſhip being then ar his houſe in Carrick, the L. ]. by an ex- 
preſs, notified the diſcovery of the plot ; adviſed him to ſtand 
upon his guard ; to make the beſt proviſion he could for the de- 
fence of the country about him; and defired him preſently to 
repair to Dublin with his troop of horſe : And the King refer- 
ring the whole buſineſs of Ireland to the Parliament of England, 
they made the Earl of Ormond (that the army might be led by 
an honourable and promiſing perſon) Lieutenant-General ; who 
being approved by the King, as one, who by his relations, inte- 
grity, and quality, was pitched on as the fitteſt perſon for that 
employment, his Majeſty confirmed him therein by his letter from 
Edinburgh of the 41 of that month: in which ſituation he be- 
haved with indefatigable activity and undaunted reſolution ; for, 
as ſoon as an army could be raiſed, he marched from Dublin ( 55 
January), took the Caſtle of Lyons; routed the rebels at Kilſagh- 
lan ; ſecured Naas with a garriſon, and placed in the town a new 
Sovereign, eight 8 and fiſty families of deſpoiled Pro- 
teſtants; and having loſt a trumpeter with four ſoldiers, by the 
garriſon of Tipper, e marched thither, and cauſed it, with all 
therein, to be blown up ; after which, 15 April 1642, he 2

plot, whilſt England was in the utmoſt diſtrzQtion. He was 
commiſſioned with others, 14 March 168 3, for the remedy of 
defective titles; and whilſt he continued in England, attempted 
to have a: parliament called in Ireland, but ineffeQually, and 
upon the diſappointutent thereof, returned in Auguſt 1684, with 
a heavy heart, as he declared to many in Ireland 5. 2 

15 February 1684, he was continued by K. James II. Lord

actions, he entertained diſmal apprehenſions of what might enſue, 
which are thought to have haſtened his death, that happened 
21 July 1688, at his ſeat of Kingſton-Hall in the county of 
Dorſet ; and 4 Auguſt he was interred in Weſtminſter-Abbey. 

During his adminiſtiation of affairs in Ireland, he procured man 
favours from the crown, for the public benefit of the kingdom. 
In Aug. 1660, he prevailed with the King to fill the: 4 archi- 
epiſcopal, and 2 epiſcopal ſees, with the moſt eminent men to 
be found among the iriſh clergy ; at which time great endeavours 
being uſed to prevent the admiſſion of epiſcopacy, and the con- 
Kitution of the church of England, the clergy of Ireland ad- 
. dreſſ:d themſelves to him for protection, and ſoon felt the good 
effect of his interpoſition : and the grants he procured for them, 
drew from all the Biſhops then in Dublin an addreſs of thanks, in 
the name of all the orthodox clergy of Ireland. And that the king- 
dom might never want an able and learned clergy, he had a bo- 
dy of ſtatutes drawn up for the government of the Univerſity of 
Dublin, to whom he was an eminent and ſingular benefactor in 
many reſpects. At a conſ derable expence and labour he revived 
the linen manufacture, the foundation of which was laid by the 
Earl of Strafford, to which is owing its now flouriſhing ſtate. 
He obtained the allowance of a free trade to all foreign nations, 
either in war or peace with England. He procured the King's 
letter ſor incorporating a College of Phyſicians in Dublin, to im- 
prove the ſcience ind reform the practice of phyſick in Ireland 
(which ſociety had the grant of a new charter 29 Sept. 1692.) 
He accompliſhed the foundation of the hoſpital near Dublin, for 
ancient and maimed officers and ſoldiers of Ireland; which 19 
Feb. 1683, was incorporated a body politic of governors, to have 
er e. ſucceſſion, & He founded a publick ſchool called the 
ollege of Kilkenny, and endowed it with lands to the amount 
of 14cl a year.

Which Alexander by his Attorney, appeared againſt Gil- 
bert de Glen, Chaplain, in a plea, that he ſhould pay eight 


marcs, the arrears of an annual rent of four marcs, then 


owing *. He was the father of Sir Nicholas de Villers, who 
attending K. Edward I. into the Holy Land, to aſſiſt in his 
wars againſt the infidels, took on him the croſs of St. George, 
the patron of his country, charged with five eſcallop ſhells, 
to expreſs the reaſon of his expedition, being ancient badg- 


es of thoſe croiſades, which hath continued to be the coat- 


armour of the family, whoſe bearing before was fable, 


three cinquefoils argent, and ſometimes a feſs between

On 25 July 1634 he commanded the foot at the ſiege of 
Briſtol, where the next day he led on a diviſion with great 
reſolution ; which being beaten off and himſelf wounded, 
he was carried to Oxford, and there died, whoſe loſs (ſays 
the Lord Clarendon) can never be enough lamented.

The King introduces this commiſſion with the following reaſons for the 
iſſuing theresf. ** As our great and princely care and defite to advance the 
louriſhing eſtate of our realm of Ireland, hath many ways appeared ; lo it 
is our conſtant reſolution upon all occafion:, to expreis the continuance of the 
ſame zeal and affection in perfecting that ſo gl rious 4 work, Whercot God 
hath pleaſed to make us (above any our predeceſſors) a principal inſtrument:

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in pay, after ſuch others were firſt ſupplied for whom the 


King had given former particular warrants, it being his 
pleaſure that his ſeveral directions in that kind be put into 


execution, according to the priority of their dates; which 


the King was induced to conter upon him, having received 
ſo many teſtimonies of his judgment, ſufficiency, and for- 
wardneſs to do him ſervice, that he thought himfelf obliged 
to take gracious notice thereof, and to extend his favour 
towards him upon all fitting occaſions, to encourage his 
faithful continuance therein; and 13 June 1632, he was

By patent“, dated 8 February 1628 2, he was created 
Baron Mountnorris of Mountnorris, and took his ſeat in

In the year 1629, the King, having by letter called him 
into England about matters much importing his Majeſty's 
profit and ſervice, received ſo good ſatisfaction in all 


things from him, as induced the King to return him to 


his charge with this teſtimony, © That as he had hitherto 
« found him an able and faithful ſervant, for which he 
« had extended ſpecial marks of his grace and bounty to- 
ce wards him, ſo he was confident of his perſeverance 
ce therein, and accordingly ſhould be ready to enlarge his 
« favours to him, as fit occaſion ſhould be offered.” And 
in his letter to the L. J. Elye and Cork, dated at Oat- 
lands 10 Auguſt, writes,“ We do let you know, that as 
« we do expect from him all due care and induftry, as 
« well for the improvement of our revenues, and ad- 
« yancement of our profit, as for -the diminution and 
« abatement of our preſent charge, by all juſt and honour- 
cc able means; ſo it is our pleaſure and command, that 
« you ſhould take his advice and aſſiſtance, and give him

« and well deſerving ſervant of ours, whom we value 
&« and eſteem; and becauſe we have given him ſome things

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(ſummoned by authority of his Majeſty's Warrant, dated 
31 July) for no other crime, than an unadviſed, paſſion- 
ate, myſterious expreſſion, uttered at the Lord Chancel- 
lor's table, within three or four days after the Parliament 
was diffolved ; when it being related, that as the L. D. 
was fitting in the Preſence-Chamber, one of his ſervants, 
in removing a tool, happened to hurt his foot, then indiſ- 
poſed through an acceſſion of the gout, one of the Compa- 
fy faid to the Lord Mountnorris, that it was Anneſley, his 
kinſman, one of the L. 4-24; 54 Gentlemen-Uſhers, that 
ad done it: Whereupon his Lordſhip anſwered, © Per- 
haps it was done in revenge of that public affront, which 
my L. D. had done him formerly, but he hath a brother, 
that would not take ſuch a revenge.” His Lordſhip, in 
his defence, proteſted, that what interpretation ſo- 
ever his words might have put upon them, he intended 
no hurt or prejudice to the perſon of the Deputy; affirm- 
ing, that by theſe words, But he hath a brother that 
would not take ſuch a revenge,” he meant only, that the 
faid brother would die, before he would give the Deputy 
occaſion to give him ſuch a rebuke. But notwithſtanding, 
he was adjudged to be impriſoned, deprived of his comw 
mands in the army, diſarmed, diſabled of ever bearing 
office therein, and laſtly, to be ſhot to death, or loſe his 
head, at the deputy's pleaſure.—After this ſentence, it ap- 
pears by the King's letter from Weſtminſter 19 April 
1636 ', that his Majeſty had extended ſome degree of favour 
towards him; “ but being given to underſtand,” ſays the

Commons of England, whereby he relinquiſhed all advan- 
tage of defence by the ſaid pardon, and ſubmitted he 
crimes, to him imputed, to their ſcrutiny and determina-

terwards to the accompliſhment of that work ; for, being 
one of the ſecluded members, he was reſtored to his ſeat

rendon writes, very well contented, that the King ſhould

Q. Mary appointed him ſecond Juſtice of the Queen's Bench, and 

one of her Privy Council ; in which poſt he was continued by C. 

Elizabeth, g January F 58; and thence advanced, 3 September 

following, to be Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, as he was 

again by a new patent, 18 November 1562.

Sir Lucas Dillon, of Newtown, and of Moymet, in the county 
of Meath (which houſe he built) was not only eminent in his pro- 


ſeſſion of the law, but diſtinguiſhed for his experience both in 


Henry Sidney, generally conſulted him and Francis Agarde, Efq. 
in all matters of conſequence ; and found him ſo faithful and 
truſty, that he uſed to call him meus fidelis Lucas. 16 July 1568, 
he had a grant by Privy Seal, dated at Havefingof the abbey of the 
Virgin Mary of Trim, with a leaſe of the moſety of Caſtlenock, 
and other lands, of late belonging to John Burnell, attainted; 
and 10 Auguſt that year, received a grant to him and his heirs 
male, of x towns of Ladyrath, Grange of Trim, Canonſtown, 
Rathnally, and others in the county of Meath. 

In 1567, he was his Majeſty's Attorney-General, 13 October 
1572, was conſtituted Chief Baron of the Exchequer, and one 
of the Privy Council; was knighted by Sir Henry Sidney, at 
Drogheda, in 1576 and Sir John Plunker, Chief Juſtice of the 
Queen's Bench, dying in 583. her Majeſty reſolved to appoint 
for his ſucceſſor, her truſty and well-beloved ſervant, Sir Lucas 
Dillon, her Chief Baron, as a perſonage, whom for his very

General Ceſſor and Collector of all and fingular the ſeveral 
counties of Galway, Mayo, Sligo, Leitrim, Roſcomon, 
and Clare, alias Thomond 3.—He commanded an indepen- 
dent troop in Q. Elizabeth's reign, and in 1559, received 
the honour of Knighthood in the field of battle; and his 
Majeſty K. James I. having by the faithful ſervice of many 


years, a full confeſſion of his fidelity and merit, was pleaſed 


to advance him to the Peerage of Ireland, by creating him 
Viſcount Dillon of Coſtello-Gallen in the kingdom of Ire- 
land, by letters patent“ bearing date at Weſtminſter, 16 
March 1621-2, entailing the honour on his heirs male,

depoſition of George Davis, that in his way from Dublin 
to the county of Roſcomon, he met at Ballymore Sir James 
Dillon the younger, accompanied with Henry Dillon of 
Ballymullen 'in ſame county, John Edgworth, and divers 
others, who the next night went towards Longford, to have 
relieved that place, but they finding it ſtrongly beſieged, 
and all the paſſages and ways blocked up, Sir Fares went 
to the caſtle of Rathcline, which was alſo ready to be be- 
ſieged, and having ftaid ſome days there himſelf; and 
placed Henry Dillon there, where he continued till towards 
Chriſtmas, and had his wife and children with him; a few 
days before Chriſtmas, he delivered up the Caftle to Sir 
James Dillon the elder, one of the Governors as hath been 
obſerved, of county of Rofcomon, and betook himſelf to 
his own Caſtle in ſaid county, but before he could arrive 
there, Dowaltagh Mac Farry O*Hanly, Teige Mac Dermot 
O*Connor, and Brian Farrell, accompanied with 1000 or 
1500 men, came to the ſaid Mr. Dillon's houſe and caſtle, 
took away all his cattle, money, and goods, detained. his 
caſtle, and lying in wait for him, took vim priſoner, 
and delivered him to Con O“ Rourk, who came at the 


ſame time into the county, and the faid O*Rourk kept Mr. 


Dillon priſoner, he going with him on foot wherever he went, 
until the meeting at Elphin, appointed by the ſaid Con and 
the Gentry of the county of Roſcomon, whither Mr. Dil- 
lon alſo was carried, and Con would have taken him into 
the county of Leitrim, but after much entreaty was pre- 
vailed on by Hugh O*Conor Dunn, to leave him in his 
cuſtody, after which Charles O*Conor Roe, threatened to 
cut off, Mr. Dillon's head, if opportunity he might find; 
he was carried by the faid Hugh O*Conor to the meeting of 
Ballintobber, after which he was conveyed out of the 
county by the ſaid Hugh, and came to Dublin, his brother 
Garret being then engaged in the rebellion.—— In April 
1643, Sir James was at the ſiege of Ballynakill, which, 
ſurrendered 5 May, commanding at that time a regiment of 
foot, after which he was Lieutenant-General and Governor 
of Conaught and Athlone; but on the reduction of the 
kingdom by Cromwell, he was. excepted from pardon for

the Privy-Council, in the reigns of K. James I. and K. 
Charles I. but died before his father, viz. 28 February 
1623-4, as by inquiſition taken at Roſcomon 23 Auguſt 
following, which found that he was ſeized of four quarters 
of the lands of Owranycluby.—He married in November 
1604, Lady Jane Dillon, eldeſt daughter of James, the 
fiſt Earl of Roſcomon, and by her, who ſurvived him, had 
ſeven ſons and five daughters, viz. Lucas, who ſucceeded 
his grand-father, in the title. of Viſcount ; Thomas, who 
alſo ſucceeded to the honour ; Theobald, father of Lucas, 
the ſixth Viſcount ; James, who died without iſſue; as did 
John, who married the widow of Bingham, Eſq. ; 
Chriſtopher, and Francis, died young; daughter Joan, 
married to John O*Madien, chief of his ſept in the barony of 
Longford, in county of Galway, and at that time poſſeſſed of 
large eſtates ; Elizabeth, and Mary, nuns of the order of St. 
Clare ; Eleanora, and Mary, both died young. 

Lucas, the eldeſt ſon, and ſecond Viſcount Dillon, was 
14 years and 6 months old, in September 1624, when he 
ſucceeded his grandfather ; and 14 December that year, his 
_ wardſ{hip and marriage were granted to Sir John King, 
Kant. In 1625, when 15 years of age, he married Lady 
Mary Mac Donnell, ſecond daughter of Randal, the firſt 
Earl of Antrim, and dying, as by Inquiſition, 13 April 

629, was conveyed in a coach from Killenfaghny, and 
buried 14 September, in the Friary of Athlone; leaving 
iſſue by his Lady (who remarried with Oliver, the ſixth 
Lord Louth) a ſon and ſucceſſor, 

Theobald, the third Viſcount, aged 3 months, at the 
death of his father, and he dying in ward to,the King, 13 


May 1639, as by inquiſition, was ſucceeded by his uncle, 


Thomas, the fourth Viſcount, who being within age, 
VIZ- 15 years old at the acceſſion tothe honour; K. Charles 
I. by indenture, bearing date 8 December ſame year, de- 
miſed and to farm ſet, the eſtates then very conſiderable, 
and extending into the counties of Mayo, Roſcomon, and 
_ Weſtmeath, to Sir Lucas Dillon of Lough-Glyn, in county 
of Roſcomon, Ent. ; and 15 March 1535-6, his Lordſhip 
having attained his full age, had livery of his lands. He 
was bred a Roman Catholic, but when 15 years of ago, 
declared himſelf a Proteſtant, and was preſent in the Par- 
liament held at Dublin, 16 March 1639-40 2, and 23 OQto- 
| ber 
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ber 1640, we find him a Lord of the Privy-Council' : 16 
February that year, he was of the Committee of Grievances, 
and in November 164r, he, and the Lord Viſcount Mayo, 
were appointed Governors of the county of Mayo, which for 
fome months they kept free rom all diſturbances, without 
any aſſiſtance from the ſtate. Soon after which, the two 
Houſes of Parliament, conſidering of more effetual me- 
thods to quell the rebellion than had been hitherto taken, 
to prevent its growth, to remove the diſcontents of the na- 
tion, and reſtore the peace of the kingdom ; did thereupon 
affent to a repreſentation to the King, and in certain inſtruc- 
tions given by the Lords (13 February 1641-2) then in 
town, after the prorogation of the former Parliament, the 
Lord Dillon was charged with preſenting them to the King, 
and to preis for ſpeedy and effectual orders therein. His 
Lordſhip was well qualified for this important truſt and 
commiſſion, being a member of the Privy Council of Ire- 
land, a Proteſtant, a man of extraordinary parts and de- 
meanour, generally beloved and eſteemed, well affected to 
the Crown, and very acceptable to his Majeſty, who had 
lately received and treated him with ſingular marks of eſteem 
and kindneſs; and at this time the Houſe of Lords recom- 
mended it to the King, that he might have ſome command 
in Conaught, where his power and intereſt were conſide- 


rable. He embarked a few days after the, prorogation, in 


order to go to England, and execute this employment ; but 
being driven by a ſtorm as far as Scotland, landed there, 
and making all potfible expedition to London, with Lord 
Taafte, who accompanied him, was ſeized on the road at 


Ware in Hertfordſhire, by an order of the Houſe of Com- 


mons, dated 3 November, all his papers taken away, and 
himſelf ſecured with the Lord Taaffe, remained in cuſtody 
ſeveral months, till it was of no conſequence to keep them 
longer in reſtraint; and then being negligently guarded, 
they made their eſcape and went to the King at York, too 
late to offer a remedy, when the rebels were ftrengthened 
with foreign ſupplies, and the rebellion was become almoſt 
univerſal. We are told by Doctor Borlace, in his hiſtory 
of that time, that his Lordſhip in his private inſtructions, 
had orders to move, that no forces might be fent over out 


of England, but that the whole work might be left to the 
« remonſtrants, 


Lords Jour, I. 134. 
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remonſtrants, and that they would then undertake to ſup- 


preſs the rebels themſelves. — — 


After his return home, he was made a Lieutenant-Gene-+ 
ral, and the King repoſing eſpecial truſt and confidence in 
the great induſtry, judgment, abilities, and good affeftion 
of his Lordſhip, and Henry, Viſcount Wilmot, did 27 
April 1645, appoint them joint Preſidents of Conaught', 
and Governors of the Fort of Athlone, but that Fort heing 
ſuppreſſed by Father George Dillon, in favour of the Nun- 
cio's party, and his Lordſhip: being very uneaſy at the loſs 
of his Government, and hoping to recover it, went to Kil- 
kenny for that purpoſe, where 6 December 1646, he was 
reconciled by the Nuncio, to the Church of Rome, accprd- 
ing to the Roman Pontifical in St. Mary's Church before a 
vaſt concourſe of people; upon which, the Supreme Coun- 
cil reſolved to deliver back to him Athlone, whither ha 
went in the middle of December; but O'Neill's forces re- 
fuſing to obey the order for giving him poſſeſſion, he was 
then diſappointed. He afterwards joined the Marqueſs of 
Ormond, who then commanded the army of the confede- 
rates, and 25 July 1649, was left by him with 2000 foot, 
and 500 horſe, to block up the city of Dublin on the 
North ; but the attack on the army by Michael Jones, be- 
ing made on the Eaſt, prevented them from action. Although 
he had been diſappointed. of the Government-of Athlone, 
yet he afterwards was Governor of that Caſtle, which he 
held and maintained till 18 June 1651, when articles were 
agreed on between Sir Charles Coote, Lord Preſident of 
Conaught, and Sir James Dillon, on his Lordſhip's be- 
half, concerning the ſurrender thereof, for the uſe of the 
Parliament of the Commonwealth of England *.—His 
Lordſhip's eſtates, conſiſting of ſeveral manors, lands, and

a mile of the enemy: But their multitudes fo increated, that he was no way 
able to reſiſt them, and they broke and forced into his houſe in great partics 
once or twice, and reſided there againſt his will: But abhorring their ways, 
he determined to leave his houſe, and come to his Majeſty's forces with the 
firſt opportunity, which was when the Ea of Ormond came to Garretftow 
within ten miles of his dwelling ; td whom, of his own free deſire and acco 
he immediately repaired (though with much hazard of his life) and humbly 
ſubmitted agd preſented himſel: to his Majeſty's obedicnge and ſervice, and ſo 
came to Dublin to his ſervice and protection z where, on his coming, the Lords 
of the Council, 12 March 1641, committed him priſoner to the caſtle, and 
ſoon after he was indicted of treaſon in the King's Bench, chiefly for receiving 
the rebels into his Houſe, whereas he was not able to reſiſt them; And being 
the tourth or fiith that preſented themſelves, after his Majeſty's proclamation 
from Weſtminſter 1 January, and the number of them that ſo came exceeded 
not 14 or 16 perſons in the whole kingdom ; yet all were committed and in- 
died; ſorne put to the rack and otherwiſe aſſcted, fo as many were deterred 
from ſubmiſſion (as it may be conceived) by the ſeverity extended to thoſe 
few, that of their owa accord came to his protection and ſervice. Having in 
great diſtreſs remained in priſon, above 12 months, bail being refuſed, his re- 
queſt was, that the King would confider the inevitable receflity of His rece:v- 
ing the rebels into his Houle, for which cauſe chiefly he was indicted of high 
treaſon, and the ind. ment found by ſuch men, againſt whom he had legal ex- 
ceptions, and ſome of the examinations taken againſt him were ektorted by 
menaces with the rack and ſuch like puniſhments, and that himfelf, in exa- 
mination, was much enforced, by leaving out all that might lawfully miti- 
gate or excule his offence ; and that it was conceived, his Majeſty's procla- 
mation, and the order of Parliament, with his humble ſubmiſſion and coming 
to Dublin, as ſoon as poſſibly he could, would in honour and jaſtice give par- 
don to greater trangreflions. The benefit of all which he implored, and to be 
releaſed upon bail, that ſo he might preſerve that little fortune; which was 
not as yet poſſeſſed by the rebels, whe: eby to keep his wife and children from 
ſtarving.

And the L. D. Sidney, in his account to the Lords of 
the Council, of the ſtate of affairs in the province of 
Conaught, dated 28 April 1576, informs them, that Mac- 
William Ewghter very — came in to him, © and T 
« found him (ſays he) verie ſencible, though wantinge the 
« Engliſbe tongue, yet underſtandinge the Lattin ; a lover 
te of quiet and civylitie, deſierous to holde his landes of 
te the Queene, and ſuppreſſe Iriſh extorcion, and to ex- 
« pulſe the Scotts, who ſwarme in thoſe quarters; and in- 
te deede have almoſt ſuppreſled theim; in ſome prooſſe 
“ whereof, he taried with me moſt of the time I remayned 
« at Galway, and thence went with me to Athlone, and de- 
« parted not till I went from thence, where, verie reve- 
« rentlye,' by othe, he ſhewed hi feaultye, and did his ho- 
© mage, as humblye bynding hymſeffe, as well by othe as 
© indenture, ever hereafter to hold his lands of ner Ma- 
ce jeſtie, and her crowne, and to pay yerelye 250 marcs, 
<<. fterlinge, and to fynde 200 ſoldiors, horſſemen and foote- 
© men, for two monethes by the yere, and to geve them 
** foode in that proporcion, as, d » in tyme ſhall ſuf- 
e fice both for their meate and wagies. In one of his 
* ticions exhibited unto me, he humblye beſought (doubt- 
“e inge that I would have taken away the Bonnaught from 
* the Clandonells, which they have of him and his coun- 
* wry) that they might (with-drawinge it from him) holde it 
of the Queene. This deviſe was underhand praQtized 
by me, and they, verie glade of this overture made by 
e hym, humblye A to holde it of her Majeſtye, and 
ſo, by indenture paſſed betwixt the Gallaglas and the 
** Queene, they preſentlye doe. This, my Lords, is an 
* entraunce of no {mall conſequence, bothe for the reduc-

uſack, in his letter to « 
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& inge of the countrie to her Majeſties obedience, anc no 
& ſmall increaſe may be made beſides to her commo- 
rc ditic, and the angmentacion of her revenue. He 
< received his countrie at my hands, by way of Se- 
« neſhallſhipp, which he thankefullye accepted. The 
cc order of knighthoode I beſtowed upon hym, where- 
te of he ſemed verie joyous ; and ſome other little triftleg 
J pave him, as tokens hetwene hym and me, where- 
« with verie well fatisfied he departed. This is all 
de I thought neceſſary to write of Mac-William, favinge 
<< that he was deficrous I ſhould ſende thither an Englithe 
4 Sheriſſe, as I have likewiſe donne in all the other coun- 
de ties within that province, which, of late, hath bene 
© omitted: Mac-William proteſted he would obey him [ 
“ ſent, and geve hym findinge for a ſufficient ſtrength of 
© men on horſſeback and foote, which I accompliſhed ac- 
t cardinge to his deſier, and ſent one with hym. Surelye, 
e my Lords, he is well wonne, for he is a great man; his 
* land lyeth a longe the Weſt-North-Weſt coaſt of this 
cc realme, wherein he hathe maney goodly havens, and is 
cc 2 Lorde in territorie, of three tymes ſo much land as the 
« Earle of Clanrickarde is. He vrought with him all his 
tc bretheren, Mac-Phillipin, who in ſurname is a Bourke ; 
© as he is; and, beſides theim, a great nomber of owners 
tc of landes and caſtlles, lienge in the ſame countrey ; 
« Of*Maylle came lykewiſe with hym, who is an originale 
« Iriſneman, ftrong in galleys and ſeamen ; he earneſtly 
« ſued to hold of the Queen, and to pay her rent and ſer- 
ec vices,” 

That year (1576) he joined the Deputy in his march, to 
ſuppreſs the infurre&tion of the Earl of Clanrickard's ſons, 
who had waſted his country; and by his aſſiſtance and ad- 
vice, the deputy dividing his army, routed ſeveral parties of 
the rebels, executed ſome, killed many more, diſperſed the 
Scots who had joined them, and returned to Dublin, aſter 
he had ſtrengthened and reſtored Mac-William to many of 
his caſtles, and left Sir Nicholas Malby, Governor of Co- 
naught, poſſeſſed of the houſes of Roſcomon and Athlone, 


and all the Lord Clamiickard's houſes in Clanrickard. In 


his relation of theſe tranſactions to the Lords of the Coun- 
cil, from Galway 20 September, the L. D. writes, that

the aid of thoſe rebels) to kepe it to her Majeſties uſe, 
« and all the caſtlles and piles beſides he was di ſpoſſeſſed 
« of; ſettled him quietlye in his owne, with ſuch creditt 
« and countenaunce, as I hope he ſhall be hable to main- 
« teine hymſelf, in deſpite of all his enemies, that ſhall 
te hereafter attempt any thinge againſt him !.“ 

In 1585 he ſurrendered his eſtate in the county of Mayo, 
upon the compoſition then eſtabliſhed in Conaught, died 
in that year (though ſome ſay, in 1583) and having married 
Grany-na-Male, (that is, Giace O*Maly) daughter of Owen 
O*Maly of the Owles, an ancient Irifþ Chief, and widow of 
O Flaheity (a lady much renowned by the natives of Co- 
naught, who relate many adventures and remarkable actions 
of her courage and undaunted ſpirit, which ſhe frequently 
performed on the ſea) he had three ſons and one daughter, 
viz. Sir Theobald his heir; Walter and Edmond, neither 
of whom leſt iſſue; and Catharine, married to William 
Bourke of Newtown. 
Sir Theobald Bourke (called Tibbot-ny-Lung, or of the 
ſhips, becauſe he was born at ſea) in the reign of Q. Eli- 
zabeth commanded a company in her Majeſties pay, from 
which he was caſhier'd, for defeating and hanging Dermoid 
OfConor, in his way from Conaught to Munſter, as he was 
marching with the Preſident's proteQion, in order to perform 
ſingular ſervice in that province, on the arrival of the young 
Earl of Deſmond. In 1597, he was ſent into Ae

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Sir Coniers Clifford, Governor of Conaught ; and after his 


return, did, with his followers, maintain, in 1599, 600 foot, 
and 60 horſe, againſt the crown in the county of Mayo; 
but, upon the King of Spain's landing ſome conſiderable 
forces, in conjunction with the Pope's Nuncio, at Kingſale, 
to ſupport the rebel-party againſt 2 ueen, he levied at his 
own expence 160 men, and fought there in the head of 
them, under the Lord Mountjoy, when a glorious victory 
being gained, he was knighted for his gallant and loyal be- 
haviour: and on the acceſhon of K. James I. he exhibited 
a petidon in behalf of himſelf, and his two brothers by the 
half-blood, Murrogh and Donnell Ikeggie OfFlaherty of 
Icherconaght, praying his Majeſty to accept of their reſpec- 
tive ſurrenders of their eſtates, and to nt the ſame by 


letters patent; to which the King (defiring his ſubjects 


ſhould hold their own according to Engliſh tenure, apd that 
their poſſeſſions ſhould be ſettled in a certain and perpetual 
- courſe of deſcent, for their encouragement to live in a civil 
way, to the benefit of their lawful progeny) condeſcended, 
and by Privy Seal from Wincheſter, 25 September 1603, 
ordered a commiſſion to iſſue, to inquire what lands they 
held by deſcent, or other lawful means ; then to accept of 
their ſurrenders, and confirm the ſame to them by patent, to 
bold by knight's ſervice. 

In 1613, he repreſented the county of Mayo in Parlia- 
ment; and being poſſeſſed of a large eftate, and diftinguiſh- 
ed for his eminent affection to the crown, K. Charles I, 
eſteemed him worthy of a place among his Peers of Ire-

But (as Sir Richard Cox obſerves in the preface to his hif- 
tory) there being, during thoſe diſtractions, no leſs than five 
difterent armies in Ireland, each purſuing different intereſts, 
that, in which his Lordſhip ſerved, among other exploits, 
laid ſiege to Caſtlebar ; which he took, and upon the fur- 
render, agreed by articles, that the Engliſh ſhould march 
away with their arms, and be ſafely convoyed to Galway. 
— But many of them being murdered by the way, 13 
February 1641, at the Bridge of Shrule, which divides the 
counties of Mayo and Galway, whither his Lordſhip had 
ſafely condafied them ; his fon Sir Theobald was brought 


to his trial for that maſſacre, afterthe k ingdom was reduced 


by the Parliament ; and they were both excepted from par- 
don (though he was dead, having departed this life in 1649 

by Cromwell's act of Parliament, paſſed 12 Auguſt 1652, 
for the ſettlement of Ireland. His Lordſhip's conduct, 
during this rebellion, having never been ſet in a clear light, 
we ſhall ſhew in the notes, by what ſteps he forſook E:3 re- 
ligion, and how far he was infirumental in the faid maſ-

| About that time, news came from the rebels, that they would habe the 
Lord Mayo go with them into open action and hoſtility againſt the Pro- 
teſtants ; and quickly after, there came a report, that upon a certain night 
his caſtle ſhould be beleaguer'd; wherefore about midnight his Lordſhip went 
forth with his men for the encounter, but the rebels came not. His Lordſhip 
was miſerably perplexed in the nights with anxious thoughts; but not long 
after he propounded a queſtion to Mr, Gouldimith and Mr. Bringhurſt, he- 
ther he, in this great extremity, having no relief from the State, might not 
take thoſe men in rebellion into protection, and make uſe of them as he 
thought fit for his Majeſty's ſervice > The former oppoſed this ſtep ; but his 
Lordſhip's intentions being to ſubdue thoſe of CM by the men of Gallea, 
and thoſe of Galles by the rebels that lived in the Corrggh, ſent to Sir Henry 
Bingham, and defired x ceaſvitation with him and his council in Caſtlebar 
about this matter ; but Sir Henry (fearing ſome interruption in the way) dared 
not to give him a meeting; upon which, my Lord propounded the matter in 
writing; defiriog, that if he and his council ſbonld approve it, they would 
their hands unto it. Sir Henry approved and figned it, with Mr. Baraard, 
Buchanan, and Dean Varges z and his Lordſhip having received this, it 
was alſo figned by Archdeacon Gilbert, Mr. Bringhurſt, and Mr. Gouldſmith, 
Immediately upon this, Mr. Gouldimith perceived motions towards popery 
in his Lordſhip's houſe ; Popiſh books of controyerſy were ſent to him; and 
2 Kelly, the titular Archbiſhop of Tüatn, came and reconciled his 
rdſhip to the Romiſh Church: about which time, Sir Henry Bingham lent 
him a letter to this effect. I #nderſtand your — 2 14 — * ph —

5 12 i country 22 {ors — there remained not in the 
whole county of Mayo one clergyman or layman, to preſerve the memory 
of the Proteſtant religion, ten perſons only excepted, viz. the Viſcountelſs 
ayo,, the Lady Bourke, Mrs. —_— Mr. Tarbock, Mrs. Hanmer, Owen 
the butler, Alice the cook-maid, Mr. and Mrs. Gouldſmith, and Grace, 
their child's nurſe ; ſo that thoſe of the lalty, who turgedto maſi, did ataount 
to ooo in number in that county; (the clergy, ſome being fled, ſome mur- 
der'd, and the reſt turned to maſs) but Mr. Oouldſmith, by his Lordfhip's per- 
miſſion, continued his mi in the houle, diſputed with prieſts that came to 
ſeduce the ladies, and publickly anſwered ſuch Popiſh books of controverſy, | 
they put in their hands, inſomuch that his Lordſhip was greatly maligned 
d perſecuted about him; and the ſaid titular Archbiſhop reproved his Lord- 
ſhip for keeping him to exerciſe his miniſtry, and maintain his religion, ſay- 
ing, 2 bim wp to them, What will you do with him ? (lays my 
Lord) We will, ſaid the biſhop, ſend him to his friends: you will, ſaid my 
Lord, ſend him to Shrule to be flain, as you did others; but if you will give 
me fix of your prieſts, to be bound body for body, for his ſafe conveying to 


| his friends, I will deliver him to you. The Biſhop refuſed that wma © ger 
0 


ſo far prevailed, that he was confined to a private part of the houſe, 
« long time dared not publickly to exereiſe his miniſtry,” or ſhew himſelf in the 
houle, for fyar of being murdered. Nevertheleſs, rr 
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Lady Margaret Burke, daughter of Ulick, the third Earl 
of Clanrickard ; and ſecondly, Iſabella, daughter of

eiſed the ſame privately, ſometimes in the preſence of but one, and ſeldom 
to more than two; till at length the Lady Mayo perceiving that her ſervants 
heard dine ſervice privately, grew to ſuch earneſt impatience and boldneſs, 
that ſhe plainly told her Lord, the would not be an atheiſt, but would aga n 
enjoy the miniſtry z wherein ſhe prevailed ſo far, that from thenceforth he 
more publickly performed his function to thoſe few remaining 
until he came from thence, 

But whilſt he ſtay'd there, Sir Henry Bingham's caſtle of Caſtlebar being 
belcaguer'd; by the rebel Edmond Bourke, Sir Henry deſired the Lord Mayo 
to take that caſtle from him, and to keep it for his uſe, for that he himſclf 
could hold it no longer; whereupon he went thither with his forces, but the 
reſt of the caſtle not aſſenting to part with it, he retu ned home. About 
which time, the B ſh>p of Killala [Dr. John Maxwell} having formerly lot 
his caſtſe and good, contrafted with Bourke of Caſtleleaken to give him a 
la e convoy; bit he moſt perfidioufly brought him into the hands of the ſaid 
Edmond Bourke (as he was befi-ging Caſtlebar) who propoſed to have put 
him upon the engine or Ser, which he had prepared for undermining and 
breaking down the caſtle, purpoſely that if the befeged ſhould ſhoot againſt 
the Sow, they might hit the Biſhop their friend: whereof the Lord Mayo 


having notice, wrote a letter to Bourke the convoy, blaming his perfidiouſneſi, 


and ſignifying plainly unto him, that if he did not deal w.th the Biſhop ac- 
cording to his promiſe, he would deal with him as an enemy, here ocver he 
met him; wh-reupon, Byu-ke brought the B.ſhop within fight of h.s Lord- 
ſhip's houſe, and there left him. His Lordſhip then went to meet the B:hop, 
and took him and his family home, where he kindiy enterta ned them, and 
pou him a band to put about his neck, and a ſhirt which he wanted, and kept 
m, with his wife, three children, ſervants, and five or fix of his miaiſters, 
ſr or 10 days. At that time Sir Henry Bingham again defired his I. rd- 
ſhip to come and take his caſtle, which he could no longer keep; whereupon, 
he marehed thither with an army, drove away Edmond Bourke, and entered 
and poſſeſſed the caſtle, upon quarter, and his promiſe to convoy the garriſon 
ſafe to Galway, Whereupon, Sir Henry, with bis company, the Biſh»p,of 
Killala, and many of the neighbouring Engl.th, above 60 in number (where- 
of ſome fiſteen were Miniſters) were taken to be convoyed to Galway, his 
Lordſhip covenanting with one Edmond Bourke for their ſafe convoy up n 
certain day, in whoſe cuſtody he left them at Shrule ; but was not gone far, 
when Bourke drew out his ſword, direQing the reſt what they ſhould do, and 
began to maſſacre theſe Proteſtantsz ſome whereof w. re ſhot ; ſome ſtabb'd 
with ſkeins ; ſome run through with pikes; ſome caſt into the watery and 
drowaed; and the women, that were ſtripped naked, lying upon their huſ- 
bands to ſave them, were run through with pikes ; ſo that very few eſcaped ; 
among whom was the Biſhop of Killalla, but was wounded in the head; and 
Mr, Crowd, a cle:gyman, was ſo beaten with cudgels on his fect, that he 
died thereof ſhortly after, the other M.niſters being ſlain. d | 
This bloody affair is more diſtinctly ſpecified ia the depoſition of Henry 


Bringhurſt, of Kilkeran in the county of Mayo, Eſq. who depoſeth, that his 


Lordſhip, with his ſon Sir Tibbot Bourke, did perſonally accompan the ſaid 
unhappy people from Caſtlebar, Kinturk, and Bellcarrow, with ve com- 
panies of ſoldiers, for their better ſecurity, to the town of Shrule, where 
two companies were to receive them over the bridge, being in the county of 
Gilway, and for their more fafe convoy, the titular Archbiſhop of Tuam 
faithfully promiſed his Lordſhip to accompany thera with his letter, and on

| ral Priefts and Friars, to ſee them ſafely delivered at the fort of Galway : 
And being all come to Shrule on Saturday night, 12 February 1641, the 

1 Lord Mayo provided for them at the Houſe of Serjeant Robert Lambert and 
1 | others, and the next day for their dinner, lying that night in one bed with the 
1 Biſhop of Killala, whoſe wife and children, according to his deſire, lay in the 
L i! next chamber.

1 of the barony of Ki maine, finding themſelves much burthened by the ſoldiers 
(having lain upon them four nights) entreated to be eaſed of them, by ſending 

| them to their homes, for that they had brought them to the end of the county 
| of Mayo, where they were to be received by the companies of Murrough-na- 
| Doe OfFlaherty, and Ulick Bourke of Caſtlchacket, who lay that night 
Er 2 within two miles of Shrule, and appointed to meet the company at Kilnema- 
| nagh, about a mile from Shrule, on Sunday morning. Upon which earneſt 
requeſt of the gentry, the Lord Mayo diſmiſſed his companies (except one un- 
der the command of Captain Walter Bourke, who lived within a mile of Shrule, 
or little more) which company being then commanded by his brother Edmond, 
was appointed to convoy the company to Killnemanagh, to the two compa- 
nies there ready to receive them; and it being almoſt twelve o*clock, and 
the march long (14 miles) and having no place nearer for the poor travellers 
| to lodge at that night than Clare, which was ten miles, the ſaid Edmond 
| Bourke having, with his wicked company, been at Mals, and the titular Bi- 
| ſhop having failed to ſend either Prieſts, Friars, or letter, and the town not 
able to provide for the company another night, the ſaid Bourke deſired to be 
going, undertook for their ſafe delivery at Killnemanagh, and the company 
being deſirous to get to Galway, the Lord Mayo furniſhed them with his own 
and his ſon's horſes, ſo that his ſon had not 4 hofſe left to go with him; and 
having ſeen the Biſhop, with his wife and children, and the reſt that had hor- 
ſes, mounted, he took Icave with them; and accompanied only by two or 
three horſemen, rode away towards Conge, Sir Tibbot Bourke's houſe, 6 
is; _ miles from Shrule; who (notwithſtanding that he rode a good round pace, 
| | for the weather was very cold) intending to ſtay for his ſon at the houſe of one 
Andrew Lynch, 2 miles ſhort of Conge, a meſſenger, as he was ready to 
diſmount, came and told him, that preſently after he was out of fight, the 
ſaid Edmund Bourke and his men fell upon the Biſhop and his company, had 
wounded and ſtripped him, with his wite and children and all the reſt, had 
murdered ſome, and were about to murder the remainder. Whereupon, his 
Lordſhip went inſtantly into a chamber, and there wept bitterly z pulling of 
his hair, and refuſing to hear any manner of perſuaſion or comfort, or to be 
| patient, having no means at that time left him to be revenged of that inhu- 
man bloody maſſacre ;, fearing beſides the loſs of his ſon, and that pow they 
e. were entered into blood, they would fall upon himſelf, being then a Proteſ- 
| 1 | tant, with the few Engliſh he had under his proteQion. And within half an

him in his arme, and by the aſſiſtance of others, forcibly carried him over the 
bri.lge, brought him a horſe, and cauſed him to be gone after his father, for 
that he could there do no good, but would be killed or endangered, if be op- 
poſed them, whereupon he came away. The next day his Lordſhip going to 
Conge, lay in bed two or three days, without taking any ſuſtenance ; but the 
third day went to the houſe of the titular Archbiſhop (being witkin a quarter 
of a mile) where he was that day received to Maſs, and within twodaysafter 
took his way to à great meeting of the county at the town of Mayo; from 
which time he was ever (or for the moſt part) under the command of the Ros 
miſh clergy z, and 1 Auguſt 1642 was choſen, with the Lord Claamories, to 
repreſent the county of Galway in the provincial council for Conaught z by 
which, held at Ballinrobe that month, he was elected Governor of the county 
of Mayo, having for his guard and attendants 100 foot. and go horſe allowed 
him in pay ; and that year, was appointed one of the Supreme Council at 
Kilkenny. About which time, the Clan- Jordans, Clan*Steevens, and Clan- 
Donells came to Strade and Ballylahan, and gathering together all the Britiſh 
they found there, cloſed them up in a houſe (in the fame manner as had been 
done at Sligo, where a butcher, with his axe, flew 40 in one night) with an 
intent that night to murder them; but notice thereof being given to the Lord 
Mayogy he prevented their wickedneſs, and prejerved the poor innocent peo- 

le Cow laughter. And being quite weary of his engagement with the Iriſh, 
he made his eſcape in January 1644, from the Supreme Council at Kilkenny, 
vowing he would never be under their obedience.—Sixty-five perſons were 
killed at Shrule, among whom were two women great with-child; and were 
all cumbled into two pits, cloſe by the high-way, without any ceremony or 7 
order. | = 

This narrative is confirmed dy the dep: ſitions of Sir Theobald Bourke (then | 

Lord Mayo) taken at Galway is November 1652 ; of William Baker, taken 
there 10 | following; and of Edmond Dconey, otherwiſe Bourke, 
ſervant to Miles, Lord Mayo; who faith, that his Lordſhip gave him gl. and 
bade him deliver it to the Biſhop of Killala, when he ſhould part with him at 
Galway-Fort ; and with Miles Rochford, another ſervant, was ordered to 
carry with them the Biſhop's two daughters: But after they came over the 
bridge, a ſhot was made from between the buſhes, whereupon Edmond Bourks 
drew his word; and the examinant ſpurring his horſe, rode back to the 
bridge with the Biſhop's child behind him, where he was charged with pike- 
men, but was reſcued by Walter Bouske Mac Rickard Mac-Thomas Roe, 
who drew his ſword and made way for him, and ſo he got clear, with the 
child lafe; as Miles Rochfort did with the other. (Lodge) |

educated in the Univerſity of Oxford, under the great 
Archbiſhop Laud, who, at his trial, boaſted of having 
brought up that young. Nobleman in the Proteſtant religion. 
In 1639, he was Knight in Parliament for the county of 
Mayo ; and during the courſe of the rebellion, performed 
many good ſervices to the King by his courage and pru- 
dence ; and, among the reſt, perſuaded his Kinſman, 
Rickard Burke, in 1649, to quit the Nuncio's faction, and 
return to the King's obedience; who no ſooner did fo, than 
as a teſtimony of his ſincerity, he diſcovered to Sir Theo- 
bald a combination between Prince Rupert, then Admiral 
of the fleet in the Iriſh ſeas, and ſome officers in Ireland, of 
forming a ſcheme to ſerve their country, religion, and King 
in an oppoſite way to the L. L. which Sir Theobald imme- 
diately communicated to the Marqueſs of Clanrickard, who 
made it known, to the L. L. whereby it was prevented. — 
But in 1652, after the kingdom was reduced by Cromwell, 
and the military ſervice in a manner finiſhed, the Commiſ- 
ſioners of Parliament began their civil adminiftration, by 
erecting a High Court of Juſtice (as they called it) to try 


| thoſe, who were accuſed of the barbarous murders commits 


ted in the rebellion. The commiſſion for holding that in 
Conaught bore date 17 December 1652 ; was ſigned by 
Fleetwood, Ludlow, and Jones; and directed to Sir Charles 
Coote, Peter Stubbers, Humphry Hurd, Francis Gore, 
John Deſborough, Thomas Davis, Robert QOrmſby, Ro- 
bert Clerk, Charles Holcroft, John Eyre, Alexander Sta- 
ples, and others, who fat upon the trial of his Lordſhip, for 
the aforeſaid maſſacre at Shrule, which they began 3o De- 
cember, and ended 12 January, when he was condemned 
by the vote of ſeven of the Commiſſioners, (Gore, Davis, 
Clerk, and Holcroft diſſenting) to be ſhot to death, which 
war executed upon him the 15 in Galway, where he was 
buried. The ſoldiers, appointed to ſhoot him, miſſed fire 
three times, but at laſt, a Corporal, blind of an eye, hit 
him. 


His Lordſhip's firſt wife was the daughter of

Talbot, of the county of York, Eſq. deſcended from the

Sr Theobald, the fourth Viſcount, being left a minor, Sr Theo- 
preferred a pet.tion, upon his father's death, to the com- __ 
miſhoners of Government for a maintenance; who declared, Viſcount. 
15 April 1653, that if he would repair to Dublin, and 

make application to them, they would take care that he 

ſhould be decently educated, and maintained. He came to 
Dublin accordingly, and 1 July, Mr. Samuel Winter and 
Alderman Thomas Hooke, were ordered to conſider of ſome / 
godly and religious family, where he might be provided 


with diet and other neceflary accommodations, and to agree 


for his diet and ſchooling at the Free-School ; which they 
did, and he was placed under the tuition of Mr. John Ste- 
phens, Maſter of the Free-School in Dublin, with an al- 
lowance of 20l. a year, for his education and diet; and 
20 Auguſt 1656, in conſideration of a letter from the L. 
D. in his behalf, 3ol. a year was allowed for his mainte- 
nance, to commence from 25 March preceding; ſome: time 
after which, he was ſent for to England by his mother's re-

$0,000 acres of land, and 5 manors in the county of Mayo. 
—He married firſt Ellen, daughter of Sir Arthur Loftus, 
of Rathfarnham ; and ſecondly, the Lady Owens, ſome 
ſhort time before his death, which was occaſioned by too

Theobald, the ſixth Viſcount of Mayo, born 6 January 
1681, who conformed to the eſtabliſhed church 19 June

N Lord Lumley, was honoured with knighthood 
before 2 Edward IV. when he was Sheriff of Northumber- 
land, as hewas the ſucceeding year ; an office in that age of 
great power and truſt, the Sherifts of that county never ac- 
compting to the King in his Exchequer, until 3 K. Edward VI. 
but received the iſſues and profits of their bailywick to their 
own uſe, with all other debts, fines, and amerciaments, 
and all emoluments accruing from alienations, intruſions, 
wards, marriages, reliefs, &c. which was granted chiefly 
to encourage them to be on their guard againſt the Scots : 
But that care being leflened by ſettling the wardenſhip of 
the marches, it was enacted the ſaid year, that the ſheriffs 
of Northumberland, ſhould account for their office, as others 
did, in the Exchequer. 

In 1466, (6 Edward IV.) he repreſented the ſaid county

On the acceſſion of Henry VII. he attended his Majeſty 
in his progreſs to the Northern parts of England; and in 
1498, (13 Henry VII.) was in an expedition with the Earl 
of Surry againſt, the Scots, who, with their King, were be- 


ſieging Norham-Caſtle, fituate on the Tweed, dividing the 


two kingdoms ; which ſiege they raiſed, and marching in- 
to Scotland, levelled ſeveral fortreſſes, particularly Ayton- 
Caſtle, one of the ſtrongeſt between Berwick and Edinburgh, 
in ſight of the Scots army ; which diſpoſed that King, who 
had eſpouſed Perkin Warbeck, to give him up, to conclude 
a truce for ſeven years, and refer the deciſion of their quar- 
rel to the arbitration of K. Ferdinand and Q. Ifabella of 
Spain: But this truce being very near broken in 1499, by 


a kirmiſh at Norham between the Engliſh and Scots, in 


which the latter were uſed very ſcurvily, K. James demand- 
ed ſatisfadtion; and while the affair was in debate, an op- 


portunity was taken to treat of a marriage between that King 


and the Princeſs Margaret, Henry's eldeſt daughter, whieh 
taking effe, the Crown of England was thereby carried to 
the family of the Stewarts ; and the marriage being ſolem- 


nized at Richmond, by Earl Bothwell, on St. Paul's day, 


1502, Lord Lumley and his fon met the Queen at Darling- 
ton, in Vorkſhire, with ſeveral gentlemen in his retinue 
and 80 horſemen in livery, and attended her to Berwick, 
where ſhe was received by Sir Thomas D' Arcie, the Go- 
vernor. 

He married Elizabeth, daughter and heir to Roger Thorn- 
ton, a very wealthy merchant of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, 
ſounder of the houſe of White-Friars in that town, by. his 
wife Elizabeth, one of the four daughters of John, Baron 
of Greyſtock, by Elizabeth his wite, daughter of Sir Ro- 
bert Ferreis, Baron of Overſley, by Jane, daughter of John 
of Gaunt, brother to K. Henry IV. and fon of John of 
Gaunt, third fon to K. Edward III.

Thomas, the eldeſt fon, when the three eſtates of the

Richard. Richard, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeding his grandfather, had 
ſummons to Parliament 1 Henry VIII. and died on Tri- 
nity Sunday 26 May 1510, (2 Henry VIII.) ſeized of the 
manor and caſtle of Kilton, in the county of York, and of 
the manors of Kirkby, Kendale, Helſington, &c.

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John, Lord Lumley, in 1513, (when James IV. of Joha. - 


Scotland, invaded the kingdom of his brother-in-law, 
Henry VIII. whilſt he was at the ſiege of Therouenne, in 
France, and made himſelf maſter of Norham-Caftle) brought 
a conſiderable ſtrength to the Earl of Surry, Lieutenant of 
the North, who had marched to York with 50o men only, 


and was a principal commander of the van-guard in the bat- 


tle of Flodden-Field (fought g September) where the King 
of Scotland fell, and his army was defeated. —In 6 Henry 
VIII. he was fummoned to Parliament, as Lord Lumley, 
and the enſuing year had livery of his inheritance. In 1520 
he was preſent at the meeting between his Sovereign and 
the Emperor Charles V. at Canterbury; and croſſing the ſeas 
the ſame year, attended the King to his interview with Francis 
King of France, between Ardres and Guiſnes.—In 1523, 
he was in the army under the Earl of Shrewſbury, to invade 
Scotland, had not a peace enſued ; and the next year, in 
the expedition under the Earl of Sorry againſt the Scots, 
who, with a ſupply of gooo foot and 1200 men at arms 
from France, having entered England were put to flight, 
with the loſs of Jedburgh and other places.—In 1530, he 
had ſummons to that Parliament, which gave the firſt ſtroke 
to the difiolution of the monaſteries in England ; and the 
next year ſigned that memorable letter to Pope Clement VII. 


intimating, that unleſs he complied with the King in his 


divorce from Q. Catharine, his elder brother's widow, the 
acknowledgment of his ſupremacy in England would be 
much endangered: But notwithſtanding this, in 1537, he 
was among the chief of thoſe Northern Lords, who ap- 
peared in the inſurre&tion, called The Pilgrimage of Grace; 
and a pardon being offered by the Duke of Norfolk, Ge- 
neral of the army ſent to ſuppreſs them, he was delegated 
to treat with the Duke at Doncaſter, and ſo well accommo- 
dated marters, that all concerned in the tumult were per- 
mitted to repair to their reſpective habitations, without be- 
ing queſtioned for their offence, which was confirmed by 
the King. 

He married Joan, daughter of Henry, Lord Scrope of 
Bolton, by Elizabeth, daughter of Henry Percy, Earl of 
Norttiumberland, by whom he had an only ſon George, 
who being engaged in an inſurrection with, the Lord Darcy, 
Sir Thomas Percy brother to the Earl of Northumberland, 
and others, was apprehended with them, committed to the 

S 2 Tower, 
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by any of tlie nobility, and, as Stowe relates, were not brought 
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Tower, arraigned at Weſtminſter in June 1537, before the 
Marqueſs of Exeter, High Steward of England, and being 
found guilty of high treaſon, ſuffered death.— Having mar- 
ried Jane, ſecond daughter and coheir to Sir Richard Knight- 
ley, of Upton, in county of Northampton, Ent. by Jane, 
daughter of Sir John Spencer, Knt. he left iſſue by her, 
who remarried with John Knottesford, of Malvern Priory

John, Lord Lumley, the only ſon, was an infant at his 
grandfather's death ; but, upon his petition 1 Edward VL 
ſetting forth, “ that he was a perſon in lineage and blood 
* corrupted, and deprived of all degree, eſtate, name, 
« fame, &c. by reaſon of his father's attainder ;” it was 
enacted, ©* That he and the heirs male of his body ſhould 
* have, hold, enjoy and bear the name, dignity, ſtate and 
6 preheminence of a Baron of England.”—On'29 Septem- 
ber 1553, two days before the coronation of &. Mary, he 
was made a Knight of the Bath, being fiſt knighted by 
the Earl of Arundel, his father-in-law, Lord Steward of 


the Houſhold, commiſhoned by the Queen to confer that 


honour. He and his lady attended: the coronation ; he

April 1556, with the Lord Talbot, introduced Oſep Na- 


pea, Ambaſſador from the Emperor of Ruſſia, to his au- 
dience of leave, who brought rich preſents from his 
maſter, and concluded a treaty of amity and commerce, 


being the firſt Ambaſſador to England, from that 


Court. . 

In 1559 (1 Elizabeth) he was appointed a Commiſſioner 
to receive the claims of ſuch, as held of the Queen by the 
tenure of Grand Serjeanty, and were required to perform 
their reſpective ſervices at her coronation. In 1566 he was 


employed to treat with Cee Medicis, Duke of Florence, 


about the ſum of 112501. due to K Henry VIII. which the 
Queen received with intereſt. —In 1570, he was taken into 
cuſtody, with his father-in-law, for being privy to divers 
tranſactions relating to the Queen of Scots, and to her de- 
ſigned marriage with the Duke of Norfolk ; but in 1587, 
he was commiſſioned with other Lords, for the trial of that 
Queen, and fat in judgment on her in Fotheringay-Caſtle ; 
being alſo the following year in the commiſſion for the trial 
of Secretary Daviſon, for contempt towards the Queen, 
breach of his allegiance, and neglect of his duty, in ſending 
the warrant for putting the Queen of Scots to death, with- 
out her Majeſty's knowledge ; and the commiſſioners dif- 
fering in their ſentiments about him and his puniſhment, his 
Lordſhip declared, that the ſentence was juſtly pronounced 
againſt that Queen ; but- that never in any age was there 
ſuch a contempt againſt a Prince heard or read of, that the 
Queen's Council, in the Queen's palace, in the Council- 
Chamber, near the Queen, who was, as it were, Preſident 
of the Council, ſhould reſolve upon a matter of ſuch con- 
ſequence, without her advice or knowledge, when both they - 
and Daviſon fight have had fo eaſy accels to her: Proteſt- 
ing, that if he had but one only ſon, and he were in the 
ſame fault, he would cenſure him to be ſeverely puniſhed. 
But being perſuaded of the man's ingenuous and honeſt in-

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In 1582, his Lordſhip and the learned Richard Cald- 
well, M. D. founded a publick lecture in chirurgery, to 
be read in the college of phyſicians, to begin 6 May 1584, 
and to continue for ever, twice a week, viz. on Wedneſ- 
day and Friday.—In 44 Eliza. he was one of the Peers for 
the trial of Robert Devereux, Earl of Eſſex; and on the 
acceſſion of K. James I. appointed one of the Commiſſioners 
for ſettling the claims at his coronation, and making Knights 
of the Bath. —He was, as Camden writes, “ a perſon of 
© entire virtue, integrity, and innocence, and in his old 
cc age a complete pattern of true nobility ; had fo great a 
cc yeneration for the memory of his anceſtors, that he cauſed 
e monuments to be erected for them in the collegiate 


* church of Cheſter, on the fireet (oppoſite to Lumley- 


4 Caſtle) in order, as they ſucceeded one another, from 


„ Liulphus, down to his own time; which he had either 


« picked out of the demoliſhed monaſteries, or made new.” 
Having no iſſue, he took care that his eſtate ſhould de- 
ſcend to one of his own name and blood, by his laſt will, 
which he made 28 January 1605, and by deeds of ſettle- 
ment. By his will, -he ordered his body to be buried in 
the church of Cheam in Surry, whereof he was patron, with 
as little extraordinary charge, as conveniently might be; 
and bequeaths to his kinſman and heir male Richard, fon 
and heir apparent to Roger Lumley, Eſq. ſon of Anthony. 
brother to John, Lord Lumley, bis grandfather, his caftle 
of Lumley, and all ſuch manors, &c. as he had made a 
leaſe of in truſt, 20 February 1594; and ordered 200l. to

He married firſt Jane, elder daughter and coheirto H enry

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fhire, and of Stainton, in Yorkſhire, created a Baronet 29 
May 1641, and was mother of Sir Roger Langley, who 
ſucceeded to the title in 165 1, and reſided at Sherifl-Hutton- 
Park, in the county of Vork. 

Sir Richard, who ſucceeded his father, was the chief heir 
male of the family, after the deceaſe of John, Lord Lum- 
ley, in 16cg, and inherited the greateſt part of the eſtate, 
by his Lordſhip's deed of ſettlement and laſt will. On 19 
July 1616, he was knighted at Theobalds, by K. James I. 
created Lord Viſcount Lumley, of Waterford, by pa- 
tent, bearing date 12 July 1628; and 4 November 1634, 
took his ſeat in the Houſe of Peers. In the time of the civil 
war he adhered to the King, and made his houſe of Lumley- 
Caftle, a garriſon; was a principal commander under,

Richard, Richard, the ſecond Viſcount Lumley, who ſucceeded 
2 his grandfather, having all the advantages of education, at 
Vikovat. home and abroad, rendered himſelf ſo acceptable from his 
firſt ſetting out in the world, that he was particularly taken 
notice of by K. Charles II. and diftinguiſhed amongſt the 
moſt polite men of that polite age.—On 11 September 
1680, he was appointed Maſter of the Horſe to Q. Catha- 
Tine, and in that ftation ſo far recommended himſelf, that 
the King, in conſideration of his great merit, approved 
fidelity 
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fidelity and high deſcent, advanced him to the Peerage of 
England, by the title of Baron of Lumley-Caftle, in the 
county of Durham, 31 May 1681, with limitation of the 
honour to the heirs-male of his brother, but was not intro- 
duced in the Engliſh Parliament, until 19 May 1685 *. 

On the Duke of Monmouth's inſurrection in the Weſt, 
he was appointed (31 July 1685) to the command of the 
King's regiment of carbiniers, and had a principal ſhare in 


the victory of Sedgemore ; the Duke, with his companions 


the German Count, and the Lord Grey, being by his vigi- 
lance diſcovered, ſurrendered priſoners to his Lordſhip. 
Nevertheleſs, when he obſerved that K. James's deſign was 
to introduce Popery, and to ſubvert the eftabLſhed laws of 
the country, he forſook the Court; appeared on the behalf 
of the ſeven Biſhops at their trial; and was among the chief 
of the nobility, who had the courage to conſult with Mr. 
Dykvelt: (whom the Prince of Orange entruſted to manage 
his affairs in England) and to concert ſuch meaſures, as 
might be fit for the Prince to govern himſelf by ; and often 
met at the Earl of Shrewſbury's to conſult how to proceed; 
and drew the declaration, on which they adviſed his High- 
neſs to engage; being alſo chiefly entruſted by the Earl of 
Orford, who went to Holland, and had the Prince's direc- 
tion for the management of the revolution. 

When matters were concluded, the Lords of Devonſhire, 
Danby, and Lumley undertook for the North ; and retiring 
into their reſpective counties, his Lordſhip, by his intereſt 
and friends, ſecured the important town of Newcaſtle, 


which declared for the Prince ſoon aſter his landing. He 


was no leſs inſtrumental, by his arguments in Parliament, 
in gaining the vote, that the Throne was vacent, and that the 
Prince and Princeis of Orange ſhould be declared King and 
Queen of England. For which ſervices, the day aſter their 
proclamation (14 February 1688) he was {worn of the Privy 
Council, declared a Gentleman of the King's Bedchamber, 
and 2 April 1689, made Colonel of the firſt Troop of Horſe- 
Guards; being alio, before their coronation, created Viſ- 
count Lumley, of Lumley-Caftle, by patent, dated 10 


April 1689; and further advanced 15 April 1690, to the 


title of Earl of Scarborough. 
On 16 January 1689, he attended K. William into Ire- 


land ; was at the battle of the Boyne ; waited on his 1 4

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jeſty to the great Congreſs of Princes at the Hague, and re- 
turned with him to England. In 1691, he went again to 
Holtand, and attended-the King in his campaigns in Flan- 
ders until the peace of Ryfwick ; was made a Major-Ge- 
neral 1 April 1692; Lieutenant-General, 24 OQtober 1694; 
and in that reign was L. L. and C. Ret. of the county Palatine 


of Purbam, county of Northumberland, the town and 


county of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, and V ice-Admiral ofthoſe 
fea-coafts ; in which poſts he was continued by Q. Anne, 
until he reſigned them on 20 April 1512; of whoſe Privy 
Council he was fworn 10 May 1708; was one of the Com- 
mĩſſioners to treat of a union between England and Scotland; 
and Surveyor of the cuſtoms and ſublidies, inwards and 
outwards, in the port of London.—On the acceſſion of K.

Fitz-John Taafle, who in 1342, purchaſed half a carucate

ſon Nicholas, in 1414, 2 Hen. V. was appointed one of 

the Keepers of the Peace in the county of Louth, with 

power to aſſeſs men, horſes and arms: and to him ſuc- 
ceeded Sir Nicholas Taaffe, who in 1441, was ſheriff of Sir 
the county of Louth, when he did great ſervice to the Eng- Nicholas. 
liſh Government in Ireland; and his ſon Sir Robert, 13 Sir Robert. 
April 1468, with 70 horſe, joined the Mayor of Drogheda 

at Ardee, who, with 500 archers, and 200 pole-axes, 
marched againſt O Reily and his ſon, Mac-Cabe and Mac- 

Brady, who had entered and waſted Louth with 2400 men: 

At Malpas-bridge they came to an engagement, where 
OfReily, his ſon and 400 men were ſlain; for which ſignal

 SirwWillam, Sir William Taaffe of Harlefton, of Ballymote, and of 


Smarmore, the ſecond fon of John Taaffe of Harleſton and 
Ballybraggan, diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his ſervices to the 
crown, during the courſe of Tyrone's rebellion.—On 1 No- 
vember, 1597, he was made Conſtable of St. Leger's caſtle 
and after the Spaniards in 1601 had landed at Kingſale, 
and, in order to ſubſiſt, had taken a large prey of cattle

1641, to this purpoſe: * That his Lordſhip, with the reſt 
of the Roman Catholick confederates in the province of 


„ Conaught, ſhould vigorouſly proſecute the war, accord- 


c ing to their firſt undertaking, until all the Hereticks were 
« routed out; and that if they did not unanimouſly pro- 
ce ceed in that buſineſs, he would, as ſoon as he had re-

Nicholas, the third Viſcount Taaffe, and ſecond Earl of 
Carlingford, was of the Privy Council to K. James II. and 
ſent in 1689, his Envoy or Ambaſſador to the Emperor 
Leopold ; but the next year commanding a regiment of foot 
in his army, loſt his life (I July) at the battle of the Boyne ; 
and leaving no iſſue by his wife Mary, daughter of 
Wild of Wildhouſe, Eſq. was ſucceeded by his brother 
Francis, the third Earl, the famous Count Taaſſe of the Em- 
ire, who was above zo years in the Imperial ſervice, being 
Colonel of the Royal Cuiraſſiers, and Lieutenant-General 
of the horſe.— He was placed by his father to proſecute his 
ſtudies, in the city of Olmutz in Germany, where his ta-

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lents were ſo great, that to this day his portrait is preſerved 
there. The Emperor Ferdinard made him one of his Pages 
of honour; and Charles the fifth Duke of Lorain, gave 
him a Captain's commiſſion in his own regiment of cuiraſ- 
ſiers, which regiment he afterwards beſtowed upon him, and 
committed to his care the education of all his children, par- 
ticularly of his eldeſt ſon, Leopold: His conduct being 
equally conſpicuous. in the cabinet and the field; he in 
his younger days, obtained the golden key, as Chamber- 
lain to the Empeior, was advanced to be a Marſhal, Coun- 
ſellor of the State and Cabinet, and obtained from the King 
of Spain, the Order of the Golden Fleece. He was ſo 
highly eſteemed by moſt of the crowned heads in Europe, 
that when the hereditary honours devolved to him on his bro- 
ther's death, he was exempted from forfeiture, by a ſpecial 
clauſe in the Englith Act of Parliament, 1 Will. and Mary; 
and in the Act, paſſed in Ireland, 9g of that reign, to hinder 
the reverſal of divers outlawries and attainders, it was pro- 
vided, that nothing therein contained ſhould extend to at- 
taint or convict of High Treaſon, Nicholas, late Earl of 
Carlingford, or his brother John Taaſſe, Eſq. or to veſt in, 
or forfeit to the crown their eſtates. —But his Lordſhip dy- 


ing * without iſſue, in Auguſt 1704, the honours deſcended - 


to his nephew Theobald, ſon of his brother John. Which 
John, in December 1671, married Lady Roſe Lambart, 
third daughter of Charles, the firſt Earl of Cavan, and be- 
ing a Major in K. James's army, was killed before Derry 
in April 1689, leaving iſſue the ſaid Theobald; Lambart, 
killed at the ſiege of Cremona in Italy, in 1701; and a 
daughter Mary. 

Theobald, the fiſth Viſcount, and fourth Earl, married 
Lady Amelia Plunket, youngeſt daughter of Luke, third 
Earl of Fingall, and 25 April 1737, receiving a paſs from 
the Government to go into Germany, died at Liſle in Flan- 
ders, 24 November 1738, O. S. without iſſue (by her who 
died 4 October 1757, at Bruffels) and was buried the 26

Nicholas, the fixth Viſcount Taaife, Count of the Holy 
Empire, was educated in Lorain, appointed Chancellor to 
Leopold, father to the Emperor Francis I. from thence he 
entered into the Auftrian ſervice, where he was raiſed to the 
rank of L. General. He obtained the Golden Key from 
the Emperor Charles VI. as he did from his ſucceſſor, 
which mark of diſtinction both his ſons enjoyed; his Lord- 
ſhip was Colonel of a regiment of fuſiliers; and poſſeſſed 
a conſiderable eftate in Sileſia.— He diſtinguiſhed him- 
{elf, by the name of Count Taaffe, during the war in 1738 
with the Turks, and behayed at Belgrade with ſuch re- 
markable bravery, that he gained the victory with great 
honour.—He married Mary-Anne, de Spendler, or Spend-

K Henry IV. ſet forth, That he had undergone divers 
great expences and labours in the King's ſervice, and the 
wars in Leinſter, in which he was wounded, without any 
conſideration or regard from the King, to the manifeſt de- 
triment of his fortune; and that he had a leaſe of certain 
lands and tenements in the Nardenefle, Berragh and Fin- 
gowere, in the marches of the county of Dublin, which were

Burdet, of Bramcote, in Warwickſhire, Eſq. his near 
neighbour, ſo irritated him with affronts, that he was killed 
by Burdet, in his paſſage to Poleſworth-Church, in his fa- 
ther's life-time ; and having married Agnes, daughter of 
Robert Barlow, of Barlow, Eſq. left two ſons, Thomas, 
ſucceſſor to his grandfather, and Henry.—Which Thomas, 
attended K. Henry VIII. into France, and there purchaſed 
knighthood by his gallant behaviour at the ſieges of Therou- 
enne and Tournay.

Remembrancer to K. Henry VII. and his iſſue were 
Francis, his ſucceſſor; Thomas; Anthony, who died child- 
leſs ; Anne, married to Sir William Baſſet, of Blore, in 
Staffordſhire, Knt. Jane, to Vincent Lowe ; and Elizabeth 
to Robert Burdet, of Newton-Burdet, Eſq. Member of 
Parliament for the county of Warwick, 1 Edward VI. who 
dying 11 January following, was by her, great-grandfather 
of Sir Thomas Burdet, of Sekington and Bramcote, crea- 
ted a Baronet 25 February 1618.

Sir Thomas, who ſucceeded, in 1544, accompanied Ed- 
ward, Earl of Hertford, in his expedition to Scotland, by 
ſea, with a large fleet and well provided army, and was 
knighted by him at the taking of Leith and Edinburgh; af- 
ter the plundering and burning of which places, he attend- 
ed him by land into England.

Edward Cockaine, of Aſhburne, Eſq. born in 1554, was 
Sheriff of the county of Derby, 42 Elizabeth, married Jane, 
daughter of Nicholas Aſhby, Eſq. died in 1606, and left 
Thomas his heir; who by Anne, daughter of Sir John 
Stanhope, of Elvaſton (anceſtor to Charles, Earl of Har- 
rington) was father of Sir Aſton Cockaine, born 28 Decem- 
ber 1608, who married Anne, daughter of Sir Gilbert 
Kniveton, of Mircaſton, in Derbyſhire, Bart. and being 
a Romaniſt, ſuffered much for his religion and the King's 
cauſe in the civil wars; and then pretended to be a Baronet, 
created, after the King had by violence been compelled 
to leave the Parliament, about xo January 1641, yet not 
ſo deemed by the officers of arms, becauſe no patent was 
either inrolled, or mentioned in the docquet books belong- 
ing to the Clerk of the Crown in Chancery, to juſtify it. 
He was eſteemed by many an ingenious gentleman, a good

boon fellow, by which means he waſted all his eſtate, hav- 
ing fold his Lordſhip of Pooley, to Humfrey Jennings, 
Eſq. (reſerving an annuity for lite) ſeveral years before his 
death, which happened at Derby in February 1683, and 
the 13 of that month he was buried in the Chancel of Poleſ- 
worth-Church. 

We now proceed with William, younger ſon of Sir John William. 
Cockaine and Iſabel Shirley, Progenitor to the Lord Viſ- 
count Cullen.—He was the father of Thomas Cockaine, Thomas. 
Eſq. the father of Roger, of Baddelley, in the county of Roger. 
Warwick, the father of William Cockaine, of London, William. 
Citizen and Skinner, and alſo Merchant-Adventurer in the 
Muſcovy, Spaniſh, Portugal and Eaftland Companies, of 
which laſt he was Governor; he married twice, but by 
the firſt wife Elizabeth, daughter of Roger Medcalfe, of 
Wenſgale had only iſſue; and deceaſing in 1599, was bu- 
ried in the church of St. Peter Le Poor, London, under a 
handſome monument at the Eaſt end of the Chancel, with 


this memorial:

Day of Novem**. 1599. Alſo here lieth the Body

Sir William Cockaine, who ſucceeded his father, was SirWilliam, 
alſo a Citizen and Skinner of London, and in 1609 She- 
Tiff of that city; elected ſoon after an Alderman; and in 
1612, K. James having the plantation of Ulſter much at 
heart, granted a conſiderable tract of land in that province 
to the city of London; who ſent over about 300 artificers, 
to begin and forward the plantation thereof, and appointed 
Mr. Cockaine their firt Director and Governor, who had lands 


aſſigned | 
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aſſigned him there, and under whoſe directions the city of 
Londonderry was eftabliſhed.—On 8 June 1616, the King 
honoured him with his preſence at dinner, at his houſe in 
London, when he was pleaſed to make him a Knight; 
with whom he was in ſuch eſteem, that he was often heard 
by him in parliament, and at the Council Table, and con- 
ſulted with him in more private affairs; and ſo well ſatis- 
fed was that King with his comprehenſion of buſineſs; his 
manner of expreſſing his intentions; digeſting and uttering 
his purpoſes, that he uſed to ſay of him, He never heard 
any man of his breeding, handle buſineſs more rationally, more 
pertinently, more elegantly, more per ſuaſively.— In 1619“, he 
ſerved the office of Lord Mayor of Loan, and that year 
purchaſed the manor of Elmſthorpe in the county of Leiceſ- 
ter from Sir John Harrington : but in 1626, afler two days 
fickneſs, he departed this life, in a moſt exemplary man- 
ner, and was þuried 12 December in the Cathedral Church 
of St. Paul, when a ſermon was preached by Dr. John 
Donne, Dean of that church, in which his character may 
be ſeen at large; and in the South Aile a Monument was 
let up, in memory of ſo good a Magiſtrate, and worthy 3 
Citizen, with the following inſcription ; 7

Tn E original deſcent of this illuſtrious family is diverſely 
deduced by genealogiſts *, but we ſhall begin with Herveius, 
who' is unqueſtionably proved by Sir James Ware, and Wil- 
liam Roberts, Efq. Viker King of Arms in the reign of 
K. Charles I. and by the indiſputable authority of ancient 
records, to be the true and dire& anceſtor of the family.

gone writers aſſert, that their deſcent is derived from Godefroy or Geof- 
frey, Regent of Brionis, in Normandy, ſon of Richard, firſt duke of Nor- 
— (grandſon of Rollo) who was the father of Giſſebert, ſurnamed Criſ- 
pin, Earl of Brion, guardian to the Conqueror of England during his mino- 
rity, whoſe ſon Richard, accormpanicd the Norman Duke in his expedition to 
England (his name being in the roll of Battel Abbey, 2mongſt the Conqueror's 
attendents), and for his great ſervices and propinquity of blood, was dignified 
with the Earldom of Clare. He married Adeliza fiſter to Randolph Meſchines, 
Earl of Cheſter, and had five ſons, viz. Gilberc, ſurnamed de Tonbridge, 
from whom deſcended the Earls of Clare, Glouceſter, and Hertford, which 
ended in Gilbert, Earl of Clare, killed in the battle of Bannockſburn, 8 July

who became wife of Ormus Magnus. *

Mr. Carte, in his Hiſtory of James, Duke of Ormond, diſapproves of 
this pedigree (which was drawn by Mr John Butler a beneficed clergyman in 
the county of Northampton and cotemporary with Sir William Dugdale) for 
which he there aſfign< his reaſ5hs. Others ' affirm that the firſt of this fami- 
was Gilbert, ſurnamed Becket, a native of London, not inferior to any of his 
w-citizens, for kindred and vic hes, and ſuperior to moſt of them in a ſingu- 
hr good corriage, and holy converſation and who, in the flower of his youth, 
voluntarily received the Holy Croſs to ſerve againſt the Infidels, and craveiled into 
the Holy land ; on his return, being taken priſoner and made an infide! Admi-
